British Are Reclatming Land In 
Mesopotamia, 

‘The peaceful penetration of the 

Euphrates country from Feluja to 


Hilleh began in April last year, a 
month after the British army onter- 
ed Bagdad. Before the Turk was Un- 
ally routed on the Tigris, Great Bri- 
| tain bad begun to tap the resources 
of the Euphrates, 

For months during the hot weath- 
er the roads from Hilleh and Muse 
yib to Bagdad were obscured by the 
dust of camel and donkey convoys 
bringing in corn, Arab le¥ies were 
raised to police the roads, villages 
and .towns, and the country was 
cleared of bands of marauders. This 
year, owing to the success of the 
Euphrates trrigation scheme, the 
supplies from the Euphrates side will 
be enormously increased and the 
transport of the country will be hard 
put to it fo bring in the grain. The 
British engineers have been at work 
on the irrigation schome connected 
with the Hindieh Barrage, or dam, 
which was finished before the war, 
but the Turks neglected to profit 
by it. The canalization work con- 
nected with it was left incomplete, 
and the area to be cultivated was 
ever brought under Irrigation, 

The Euphrates divides at Hindich 
into two branches, the Shatt-el-Hil- 
Yeh to the east and the Shatt-el- 
Hindich to the west, and the two 
channels of the river meet again a 
few miles above Samawa, 

‘The function of the dam was to 
provide water for the Hilleh branch, 
which was filling with silt, This year 
nearly a bundred canals on the Hil: 
Jeh branch which had fallen into dis- 
use have been dug out, 300,000 acres 
have been brought under cultivation, 
and there is promise of the greatost 
harvest in the memory of man, pos- 
sibly the greatest since the days of 
Nebuchanezgar.

Diving Water Birds.

measure of a beekeeper's skill is bis 
success in reducing this activity. A 
failure to attempt’ this causes untold 
Joas in honey every year, and the 
methods of swarm prevention and 
control ean be understood only by 
careful study and experience. 

‘The proper giving of room for sur- 
plus honey is important in this con- | 
nection. It is an unsually g6od local- 
ity in which nectar Is abundant all 
summer and this room must be given | 
at just the right time, ‘This necessi 
tates watchful study of the necta 
producing flowers. It is quite a com- 
mon practice for beekeepers to put 
on one “super” for the storage of 
surplus honey and to walt until this 
is entirely filled before giving 
space. This results in the loss 
much honey from lack of storage 
space, and often too much Is stored 
in the part of the hive which should 
be devoted to brood rearing. The 
proper placing of room for surplus |
